ranks  and  reu.ainad  prifoners.  1  he 
battle,  in  which  Buonaparte  gained  a 
comple  victory,  took  place  two  leagues 
from  Cairo,  on  the  Alexandria  road 
The  pn.vi'ions  and  booty  which  t tie 
French  found  in  the  markets  attached 
to  the  enemy's  camp,  is  fufficierit  <<< 
maintain  the  trench  army  feveral 
months. 

According  to  other  advices  from  E- 
gypt,  previous  to  Buonaparte's  leav 
ing  Cairo,  he  eltablilhed  a  directory 
of  five  members,  by  which  all  tire  new 
laws  were  to  be  communicated  tO  il.c- 
fevei  al  departments  of  Kgy  pt,  and  for 
the  better  performance  ol  the  civil  in- 
ftituttoiis  and  good  government.
